THE REVOLT QF WALl KHAN TORA, 


TRANSLATION. 

How Wali Khan. Tora the Andijani made a night attack on the town of Kashgar 
and entering the town set himself at the head of a number of hooligans with whom he laid 
waste the Alti-Shahr country (1). How after a short time by the grace of Providence the 
troops of the Kbaqan (of China) arrived and Wali Khan taking'flight, these countries 
again enjoyed peace and order. 

Jnvoeatii’-n — , - 

1. Praise and laudation without end be given to that pure Spirit, the Lord of 
-Mercy, Who by His power created all living beings including man. 

2 His design was to bring Ahmad the Elect into the world—a lamp for the two 
worlds—the friend of God most High. 

3. The companion Captains of that Prophet are the stars of guidance, (2) namely, 
Abu Bakr, ‘Omar, ‘Osman, and ‘Ali. who is the Lion of God. 



4. Let me sing the praises of him who is the shadow of God over these eight cities 
(o), a veritable second Afridun, a Bahadur, the Rarity of the Age. 

5. Jasaq Jung-Wang Sula-Amban Chin-Ohaman (4), Wali of Yarkand. Few among 
the Kings of the world have enjoyed such good fortune as this ruler. 

6. What 1 have stated thus briefly, I cannot in this place expatiate upon : Indeed 
even were there a thousand tongues in my mouth I should be unable to sing this king’s 
praises adequately.

15 Turning back the Hindus and Kashmiris proceeded to the Yamen (in Yarkand) 
and with’flattering’’words presented (12) to the Khan Amban ten Yamhus. 

14 The nearer the bandits approached (the more alarmed the townspeople became) 
the Chinese could not help corning up, having struck their tents (13) : whereupon they 
began to plant the flag-staffs in every comer of Shamal Bagh. 

15. Wang Beg, the Ishikagha, collected troops from all sides : and having ordered 
his army, he halted, and made ready the field. 

16 During the night, the Wang placing himself in the advance guard led the way 
for the Chinese : and as scon as they arrived they attacked the bandits who fled in all 
directions shaking like bears (14), 

17. They were all delighted with the rout they had caused by their night attack, 
and began to compliment each other, and laughed as they discussed the affair. 

18. By command (of the Wang) the Ishikagha remained where he was for a night 
and a day; oil the, morrow he entered the town as a conqueror. 

19. The report spread through the town that the bandits had again returned—the 
army armed itself fully, with their blue iron shields on their shoulders. 

20. The people of Yarkand and Kashmir seizing their swords and spears; the 
Afghans and Hindus put on Khaftans over their own clothes (15). 

21. They seized countless standards ; and every standard represented a thousand 
menthey advanced like ants and locusts; (they came on) in a wave like the sea of 
Amman. 

22. The studs of the shields on the shoulders of the men looked like stars in every 
direction : while their spears flashed back the rays of the sun-like shields on the backs. 

23. From the numbers of the troops and the neighing of the neighbouring horses, 
the ears of the people became deaf on that day—all were in the same condition. 

24. The army was thus excited (or roused) as one man by the orders of the Wang 
Beg ; and advancing in front of the Chinese made ready for battle in Qaraqum. 

2b. Full of wrath the Chinese directed their long guns against the bandits—who not 
finding strength to withstand them, fled in-disorder 
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2(>. In that engagement innumerable good-for-nothing Qirghiz were cut down : and 
being pursued by the Chinese troops were driven beyond Kok Rabat. 

, 27*; A treacherous man (from among the bandits) who might well have been a pupil 

m the devil himself, came among the Chinese and Said to the A inban, “ Do not allow the 
Musulmans to accompany your troops,” 

, All the Chinese army being flattered by these treacherous words ; quickly (chaq- 

(jati) gave up their guns, cannons, Zanbaraks, balls, and powder (daru). 

29. from that day onwards the hoards of bandits became more bold. The Chinese 
taking the rewards due to them, turned back. 

t 1 hereupon the anger of the Musulmans was suddenly increased a thousandfold 
anti i hey cracked their own heads hitting themselves with their own hands. 

31. t urning back they entered the Chinese camp and overthrew their tents and such 
confusion ensued that the whole world was thrown upside down. 

32. Jung Wang Beg with great courage, mounted the city walls, and erected in 
various places turrets strong as Sikandar’s wall. 

33 Having closed fast the gates, and strengthened the battlements (SSrkttb). On 
every battlement they placed soldiers who looked like so many jars.

35. Over these 6 gates they placed worthy commanders : on the gateways they com¬ 
manded captains to be placed.

39. At the Gate called Alton Qabugh the Beg was standing ready day and niaht * 
beside him were 500 braves ready to fire their guns at the enemy. " 7 7 ' * 

40 - Again the Beg having charged his horse down every street (18) and market-place- 
all the people with lamentations made prayers to God for the people. 

,, . ■) ’ ,^he Beg thus ordered) “ Strike, oh men of the town if you think it of any use 

If the plunderers enter the town, join together and beat them with sticks.” 






42. Ail making salavns heard this command with obedience and pleasure; the people 
of the town made oath and covenant (to obey). 

43. Those'bandits on the morrow arrived before the gate in a large crowd ; every 
one had a donkey-cloth (jitl-i-khar) on his head as a shield. 

41'. They, ran with the cry of “Hay Huy” like the army of Yajuj ; on the walls 
there was shouting, and on the part of the bandits also. 

45. Those bandits, were unable (to do anything), so at length they withdrew at 
once (!); (because the townsmen) poured down on them like rain, musketry, cannon balls 
and burnt bricks. 

46. Again one or two days had not passed, when the bandits entered the Siitlik 
Mazar. Those who had only been wounded (had eaten arrows) between morning and 
evening got up and fled from among the dead. 

47. Thus for 32 days the Qaraqchis arrived from all sides- on to the walls they shot 
( arrows) end every one who fell (from the walls) living into their hands, they killed." 

48. During 3 months this evil-minded crowd hung round the city : sequestrating 
the fields, gardens, plains and orchards. 

49. They seized the fields like the people of Yftjflj (of old); pillaging everything they 
found ; and set fire to 1,00,00,00,000 crops. 

50. If the Chinese made a sortie, from the town, the bandits would flee away like a 
fox in an osier-bed : but they would (quickly) return and shoot arrows at the Muham¬ 
madans. 

51. The horns of the bandits were made of pumpkins, their trumpets were of bowls, 
their drums of baskets. 

They wore the clothes of women. This worthless (luli) crowd wore caps shaped like 
a cooking-pot. 

52. Thus did this evil-minded crowd lay siege to Yarkand. 

(The siege lasted) from the season of Jawza to the season of Mizan. 

53. Rice rose to 10 tangas and even 15 tangas : and the people perished from the 
drought. In the eyes of the people a. loaf became as scarce as a bit of the moon. 

54. Day and night the people, in their houses, were grinding their handmills. 

Those people who had no desire for sugar (19) could not even get dumplings to eat. 



.“>5. Such desolation had never been, brought upon the Muhammadans, either by 
Jews, Armenians, Christians, Hindus or the Rafizis of Multan *20). 

56. While the town was in this state of distress, there was continual fighting on the 
wall: what Rustam like qualities did Afrklun Bahadur Khan display! 

o7. Wherever the bandits w’ere, they attacked them with sword lances'and muskets 
driving them from the city arid pursuing them even as far as YKqqari qurghan [?] 

58. The Wang during 3 months took no rest; but hoping for the advantage of the 
town, he hurled arrows at the bad men. 

59. “ Either to-day or to-morrow the enemy will run away : Oh townsmen call 
upon God. 

“ Select some (picked; men, and send them to me thus spoke the Amban and the 
people obeyed him. 

60. By the grace and generosity of God the Saints gave their aid : after these 
3 months of effort, Le., on the part of the Wang, the town enjoyed peace. 

61 . The bandits perpetrated on the country people every kind of tyranny and in¬ 
justice. Neither a cooking-pot, not a tea-pot —nay, out of a thousand houses in only one 
was a blanket (bed-cover). (21). 

62. The people of the town and the country were never so distressed at any time ; 
but the fortunate Wang Beg sought victory from God. 

63. At that moment there arrived suddenly many troops under the command of 

Shei-du-Amban. This was at the end of 70 days. '
